JONES FAVORITE 


The "insurgent" candidate was 


Representative Charles H. Jones 
of Jackson, who confidently claim- 
ed "enough votes to win." Hamil- 
ton, however, declared that he had 
definite pledges of support from 
46 or 47 of the 70 G. O* P. house 
members. 


And to complicate the situation, 


Representative Earle L.. Wilson 
who flew down by airplane to at- 
tend-; the-«aucus, predicted that- h* 
was "going to win," stating that 
he has more than 20 votes definite- 
ly pledged. This situation, conse-

Besides choosing a speaker, the 


caucus was faced with selecting a 
majority floor leader—a position 
which usually goes to the" "run- 
ner-up" In the speakership con- 
test, but which none of the speak- 
ership candidates said they want- 
ed—a clerk and a sergeant-at- 
arms.

wild life conservation occurred in 
Lake County, Michigan. 


Two Detroit hunters found The 


doe lying injured beside a wire 
fence, which she had 
apparently 


struck while running, according TO 
reports. 


One of the 
sportsmen stood 


guard for several hours to protect 
the doe, while the other walked 
four miles to the town, of Chase 
and telephoned Cecil Basford, con- 
servation officer of Baldwin, 
">6 


miles away. 


Basford drove as near as possi- 


ble to the scene, helped carry the 
injured animal from the 
woods, 


and hurried with it back over the 
16-mile journey. 
Treated at the 


home of Fred Bradford, the doe be- 
gan to* recover. When fully recov- 
ered she will be returned to the 
woods.

USE CHEMICALS TO 


CLEAN MILK CANS 


Chemicals may be used instead 


Of hot water m sterilizing milk 
utensils, and many farmers are 
finding this an easy method of 
keeping milk cans and other dairy 
equipment clean and sanitary, says 
L. H. Burgwald, professor of Dairy 
Technology at the Ohio State 
University. 


Chlorinated lime, which may be 


procured in 12-ounce cans, is com- 
monly used for this purpose. In 
preparing the chemical for use in 
sterilizing milk utensils, one 12- 
ounce can of chlorinated lime is 
thoroughly dissolved in a gallon of 
water, the clear solution is syphon- 
ed off, stored in a tightly stopper- 
ed glass bottle, and placed in a 
cool dark place 
In the presence 


of sunlight the solution rapidly 
loses its strength. 


After milking, Burgwald states, 


the utensils are immediately rinsed 
with cold water and then washed 
with hot water containing a wash- 


ing powder (not a soap powder) 
After the milk utensils have been 
thoroughly washed with the hot- 
test water possible to handle, they 
are then rinsed with a solution 
made by adding a half glass of 
the chlorine solution to five gal- 
lons of water. 


The chemical, is effective in kill- 


ing bacteria if the milk cans are 
clean, but if they are dirty it will 
do but little good 
Cans returned 


from the milk plants or cream- 
eries may be rinsed with the 
chlorinated lime solution and then 
[ drained just before milking time.

Definition of News." One of the 
biggest problems confronting con- 
servationists today is considered to 
be the education of the public to 
the situation developing with the 
rapid depletion of wild life, and the 
imperative need of restoring it 
for wise utilization.

SEN. HAWES TO 


AID WILD LIFE 


NEW YORK.—Senator Harry B. 


Hawes, Democrat, of Missouri, will 
continue to work for conservation 
and 
wild life restoration "in a 


bioader field." according to an- 
nouncement from his office .in 
Washington, following his with- 
drawal from 
the "More Game 


Birds in America, a Foundation." 
Senator Hawes said that he was 
determined to dSvote his future 
years to conservation and restora- 
tion but could not at this time an- 
nounce his plans. Sportsmen and 
other conservationists are express- 
ing satisfaction over the Senator's 
avowel to continue to work for 
their cause, according to express- 
ions reaching the American Game 
Protective Association. 


Senator Hawes has long fathered 


wild life conservation bills in the 
United States Senate, and has re- 
ceived international recognition as 
a leading conservationist of this 
country. He is also author of sev- 
eral books on wild life in which 
conservation is stressed. 


"My interest in conservation and 


replacement of outdoor life cannot 
be influenced by personal conserva- 
tions," Senator Hawes said in an 
open letter to Joseph P. Knapp, 
sponsor of the foundation, in with-- 
drawing from the presidency re- 
cently. "It is a broad, national 
problem, and its future is greater 
than any one man or any one or- 
ganization. 
My determination to 


devote my future years to it has 
not changed, but I believe my ef- ; 
forts will be more effective in a 
broader field.'' 
Senator Hawes 


continued. He subsequently said 
that he is not ready to announce 
his larger plans but reiterated that 
he would continue in wild life con- 


that he will 


retire from the Senate when his 
term expires in 1933. 


"Tour subsequent determination 


to maintain the headquarters and 
executive offices in New York in 
stead of Washington, contrary to 
our agreement and over my vigor- 
ous objection, and your selection of 
all officers from New York City 
or its immediate vicinity, in my 
opinion, robs the foundation of its 
proposed national character and 
limits its activity to a restricted 
objective which will not meet with 
popular support," Senator Hawes 
wrote in part, in giving his reasons 
for withdrawal.
